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Chaffey school trustees 
reject road improvements 


The City Council Tuesday 
night unanimously approved the 
first reading of ordinance which 
would double the present sewage 
fee in every home and business 
in the City of Upland. 

The Council also approved the 
first reading of an ordinance in- 
creasing business license fees 
by 15 per cent. 

Both changes inthe Municipal 
Code are designed to provide 
the city additional revenue. 

The 100 per cent increase in 
sewage fees will bring inanad- 
ditional $70,000 annually for a 
total of $140,000, while an ap- 
proximate $8,000 will be rea- 
lized from the business license 
hike from $51,000 to $59,000. 

In other business, the Coun- 
cil approved the second reading 
of an ordinance changing the 
zoning from residential-com- 
merical tocommer: tal-profes- 
Sional on 14 acres on Foothill 
Boulevard between Euclid 
Avenue and San Antonio Avenue. 

The area’s residents have 
been locked in a dispute for 
more than three years with Sky- 
crest Motors concerning de- 
velopments to the latter's pro- 
perty, which adjoins the 14 
acres. 

The Council action approv- 
ing the zone change was taken 
only after it received assuran- 
ces that the developments would 
be made immediately and if 
such changes and improvements 
are not forthcoming the city 
would forfeit the performance 
bond supplied by the agency and 
complete the project. Skycrest 
plans expanding on part of the 
adjoining property. 

The residents have com- 
plained of the agency’s overhead 
lighting shining into the resi- 
dential area, the noise, unsight- 
ly appearance of the rear of the 
property and a drainage prob- 
lem which has been called a 
health hazard and mosquito nul- 
sance. 

A variance will be sought by 
the agency owner, Frank ‘‘Red”’ 
Abbott, which would permit him 
to erect a 16-foot wall as part 
of the improvements to the 
area. He will go before the 
Planning Commission Thurs- 
day, Sept. 22, for the vari- 
ance. 

An amendment involving the 
size and number of signs at 
business establishments that 
had been expected to produce 
‘fireworks’’ was continued for 
45 days when Tony Malone, 
manager of the Upland Chamber 
of Commerce, explained that 
the Chamber was involved in 
an intensive study of the pro- 
posed changes. He said ‘the 
Chamber recommendation 
would be ready within six weeks.

$1 million 
plant for 
Cucamonga 


The Fasson Division of Avery 
Products Corporation will be- 
gin construction of a new $1,- 
200,000 manufacturing plant on 
12 acres at the northwest cor- 
ner of Hellman and Ninth St. 
during the month of October, it 
was learned by the NEWS this 
week. 

Fasson Products in Cuca- 
monga will coat and finish pa- 
per, foils and films used in 
labeling of products, with 90 
per cent of its sales to Avery 
Products Corporation. 

The initial structure of the 
plant will occupy some 50,000 
square feet, and approximately 
four of the 12 acres purchased 
for the plant. 

Current plans are to expand 
the plant in five years to use 6 
acres. 

Completion of the first stage 
of the plant is anticipated by 
February or March, 1967, in- 
cluding the installation of ma- 
jor machinery. Production Is 
tentatively scheduled to begin 
in Sept., 1967. 

According to James A, Shen- 
ker, plant manager, hiring will 
begin some months before pro- 
duction starts in order to train 
employees. Some 40-50 per- 
sons will be hired from the area 
to work in the new plant at the 
beginning of its operation.

Reading program 
off to slow start

SACRAMENTO--California’s 
special reading program for 
grades 1-3 is having serious 
difficulty getting off the ground 
as the 1966-67 school year 
opens. 

Only 43 of the state’s 1,057 
elementary and unified school 
districts have applied for funds 
under the Miller-~Unruh Basic 
Reading Act of 1965. 

One of the major reasons 
appears to be that districts 
prefer ‘‘free’’ federal compen- 
satory education money for re- 
medial reading to state dollars 
which must be matched by local 
funds, 


But state-level educators 
recognize some other prob- 
lems, too. 


One is that federal money is 
forthcoming upon little more 
evidence than the district’s 
stated desire to insitute re- 
medial reading as part of its 
compensatory education pro- 
gram. The state, on the other 
hand, requires that spectially- 
qualified reading teachers be 
provided and that each child 
involved be eligible for extra 
help on the basis of reading 
deficiencies shown by standard- 
ized tests. 

Another problem is that local 
districts have reaped such a 
bountiful harvest of new pro- 
grams in compensatory educa- 
tion, languages, mathematics 
and reading that they haven’t 
been able to ‘‘tool up’’ fast 
enough to cope with all of them, 
particularly the reading pro- 
gram, which is the Johnny- 
come-lately of the bunch. 

“] think what’s happening is 
that each district is setting its 
own priorities on the bases of 
financial and human resources, 
and the Miller-Unruh program 
is coming out pretty low on the 
list,’’ conjectures Dr. Harold 
Winkler, assistant to State Sen. 
George Miller, Jr. (D-Marti 


nez), principal author of the 
Treading act. 
Donald Kitch, acting chief 


of the Department of Educa- 
tion’s Division of Instruction, 
agrees generally with Winkler’s 
assessment. He expects that by 
next February, when the period 
for applying for Miller-Unruh 
funds will end, only 50 or 60 
districts will be involved. 
Since some 750 out of 1,000 
applying teachers have qualified 
as ‘‘specialist teachers in 
reading’’ by passing prescribed 


tests, indications are that the 
supply of teachers for the first 
year of the program will be 
more than adequate in terms of 
numbers, but distribution may 
be something of a problem, 


Kitch said two more sets of 
examinations will be given 
teachers in November in prep- 
aration for second-semester 
programs. 


If district participation goes 
no higher than present expec.- 
tations, Kitch figures the 
Miller-Unruh Act’s first year 
will serve as a pilot program 
which will be watched closely 
by other--particularly larger 
-- districts. ‘If 1966-67 pro- 
grams go well, substantially 
more districts may be expected 
to apply in 1967-68," he said, 


“‘Another factor that favors 
increased participation next 
year,’’ he added, ‘‘is that the 
districts will be able to bud- 
get their share of reading act 
funds. This was not true this 
year since the act became ef- 
fective after loca] district bud- 
gets had been approved.’’ 


Opinions differ about the ef- 
fect the mandatory testing of 
all lst, 2nd and 3rd graders 
on reading skill has had on 
district participation. Dr. Hen- 
ry Magnuson, resear:hchief for 
the Department, feels the Stan- 
ford Achievement Test (SAT) 
is a nearly valid as it can be 
made and accurately reflects 
reading ability. 


Winkler and Dr. Alden Ba- 
dal, Oakland school district re- 
searcher and chairman of the 
State Board of Education’s Ad- 
visory Committee on Testing, 
agree the test is too difficult, 
thus setting standards too high. 


Winkler believes this may 
have inhibited district officials 
who don’t want their existing 
reading programs stigmatized. 
But Badal points out that since 
the amount of money the state 
will provide is tied indirectly 
to the number of participating 
pupils, the test should encour- 
age a district that wants to 
finance a remedial! reading pro- 
gram.

Nisbet Reports: 


Congressional 
redistricting 
being studied

One important ttem of un- 
finished business so far as le- 
gislative reapportionment for 
California is concerned, is that 
for the 38 congressional seats 
to which our state is now en- 
titled. Ever since the late, la- 
mented ‘federal plan’’ for or- 
ganization of our state legis- 
lature went into effect in 1930, 
both assembly and congres- 
sional seats have been redis- 
tricted after every federal cen- 
sus. 

Because of California's con- 
tinued rapid population growth, 
the size of our congressional 
delegation has been increased 
after each census since 1930 
from 20 seats in 1930 to 38 In 
1960. These increases them-~ 
selves would have brought about 
redistricting, but the legisla- 
ture has in each instance re- 
drawn the boundaries for all 
districts, but has adhered to 
the principle of respecting 
county and assembly district 
lines. 

Following the U.S, Supreme 
Court's ‘fone man, one yote” 
decisions, our state senate es- 
tablished a special committee 
on legislative organization and 
reapportionment, which made 
extensive studies of the many 
problems involved in redis- 
tricting. The California Su- 
preme Court, acting on suits 
calling for mandatory reappor- 
tlonment of seats in our se- 
nate, assembly, and congres- 
sional delegation, ordered our 
legislature to come up with ac- 
ceptable redistricting laws by 
the end of the 1965 session, 
but permitted delay in action on 
the congressional seats because 
of the magnitude of the job to be 
done on the legislature itself, 

As all are aware, the legis- 
lature completed its mandatory 
task on its own reorganization 
within the time limit, its work 
was approved by the court, and 
the bill is now law. A majority 
of seats in the senate were gi- 
ven to the populous southern 
counties, and a few significant 
changes were made in assem- 
bly districts, Seats in the newly 
aligned districts will be filled 
at the November general elec- 
tion. 

The Senate Reapportionment 
Committee recently announced 
that it is launching studies on 
the population and other prob- 
lems involved in congressional 
reapportionment. Since new 
district boundaries must be 
drawn on the basis of popula- 
tion as it was distributed in 
the 1960 census, even if ac- 
tion is completed in the 1967 
general session, it can affect 
only two congressional elec- 
tions, those in 1968 and 1970, 
plus whatever special elections 
for seats in congress are held 
before the 1970 Census. 

Disparities in population be- 
tween existing congressional 
districts are considerable, but 
nowhere near as great as those 
which existed between senate 

seats before the change. The 
average population per district 
is 413,610. The largest has al- 
most 592,000 residents, 43 per 
cent above the average. The 
smallest has just over 301,000, 
26 per cent below the average. 
From this, it would appear that 
relatively few major changes in 
congressional district boun- 
daries will be necessary, and 
that there will be no appreci- 
able shift in congressional re- 
presentation between various 
sections of the state. 

The Senate Committee also 
revealed that it may study reap- 
portionment of the State Board 
of Equalization. The four dis- 
tricts from which board mem- 
bers are elected are the same 
as the four congressional dis- 
tricts which the state had in 
1879.

port of the director of facili- 
tles, it appears that there will 
be no funds remaining for tak- 
ing care of the improvements 
on the Upland High School cam- 
pus through use of bond funds. 

(2) Budgeted reserve funds 
for 1966-67 amount to $715,000. 
While this appears to bea large 
reserve it is necessary, be- 
cause of the extent of the sum- 
mer school program and the 
staff required to run that pro- 
gram, to each year request an 
advance of approximately 
$600,000 from the Board of Su- 
pervisors. The Board of Su- 
pervisors has requested that 
the district maintain reserves 
of at least 10% of the total ex- 
penditures and $715,000 is be- 
low supervisor recommenda- 
tions. 

If funds were used from re- 
serves for the Upland High 
School improvements, the $30,- 
000 reduction would decrease 
the ending balance for the pre- 
sent school year, and therefore 
the beginning balance for the 
school year 1967-68, in that 
amount, 

(3) The Board of Trustees 
{s facing major financial prob- 
lems (a) by reason of the fact 
that it must continue to oper- 
ate the school district on the 
present tax rate, which is be- 
ing applied to its maximum, 
and it is known that the opening 
of a new high school requires 
increased expenditures of be- 
tween four and five hundred 
thousand dollars. With Ontario 
High School opening in the fall 
of 1967 additional expenditures 
in at least this amount are al- 
ready known.(>) The recent At- 
torney General’s Opinion re- 
quiring structural surveys and 
remodeling of all pre-Field Act 
buildings may require emer- 
gency expenditures of several 
hundred thousand dollars onthe 
part of the board to bring Tower 
Hall up to standard. 

With these conditions exist- 
ing in the school district, the 
Board of Trustees must weigh 
carefully any major expenditure 
of funds until it has more con- 
crete and tangible evidence upon 
which to base a decision. 

It is recommended by the su- 
perintendent that the Board of 
Trustees direct the superinten- 


dent to provide the information 
contained in this item to the Up- 
land City Council members, so 
that they may be aware of the 
problems that the district faces, 
and assurance that the Upland 
improvement has not been for- 
gotten but may have to be de- 
layed until a later date.
